NE CANNOT participate in an “all-out” war 

against an enemy who is putting its last cent 

into munitions, without having it affect our 
private lives to some extent. Canadians are fortunate, 
in that the increased cost of living is one which demands 
only more intelligent planning, more careful thought 
and attention to detail, in order to be coped with. 

Canadians are contributing to the war effort of the 
country by paying higher taxes—and these, with the 
higher living costs in some brackets, make it important 
that one re-arrange the budget. 

A survey of family finances made by federal auth- 
orities revealed that, after keeping up life insurance 
payments and other pledged savings, the average family 
in every income group paid out more than it received. 
That was before the war, but with increased wartime 
demands on the family pocketbook, the position is much 
worse today. In the illustration above is a statement of 
income and expenditures of the average Canadian 
family in one income group. You will note that before 
the war this family paid out $172 more than its total 
income and that, if it still maintains the same rate of 
spending, keeps up savings contracts and puts aside a 
certain amount for war savings, by the end of a year 
it will have paid out $529 more than it received. 

It is obvious that trouble in family finances is certain 
unless family spending is carefully planned. But how can 
this be done and still provide for essential needs and 
maintain a well-rounded family life? The only way to

But she prefers the spoken word to 
the written. She’d rather address a 
meeting than write an article. She 
loves to “feel’’ an audience, watch their 
reactions to her words and her message. 
When she was in London she was taken 
along to lunch with the Foreign Press 
Association. The principal speaker was 
Anthony Eden. Dorothy Thompson 
was not even billed to appear. 

But she was persuaded to speak. She 
had made no notes, expected no such 
request. She got up. In a moment or 
two she was under way. When she sat 
down she had “stolen” the luncheon. 

Another time, putting off many more 
important engagements, she went down 
one evening to the dance of the London 
A. F. S. at Streatham. She was instantly 
recognized, danced with the firemen, 
made a speech—at their request. She 
has that talent for saying the right thing 
that goes instantly to people’s hearts. 
She was a tremendous success. 

But all that “occupational” life is 
only one side of her. She’s got others. 
She runs a farm at home in Vermont——a 
farm of 380 acres. She has a famous 
husband—Sinclair Lewis. She has 
(perhaps most important thing of all) 
a son, Michael, who is eleven years old. 
When she talks of Michael, which she 
will do on any excuse, you see the 
Dorothy Thompson behind the public 
figure. She will tell you all kinds of 
stories about him. Her favorite is this 
one: 

Michael was asked how he liked his 
school—he goes to a five-day boarding 
school and comes home to his parents at 
the week end. “School!” he declared. 
“That isn’t a school. It’s a concentra- 
tion camp. Nothing but a concentration 
camp. All day it’s‘Stand up! Sit down! 
Show your hands! Wipe your feet! 
March!’ Call that aschool? My mother 
writes about the poor people in concen- 
tration camps. And then she goes and 
sends her son to one!” 

And she'll talk about Sinclair Lewis 
and his books whenever she can. She 
went to see the Temple when she was in 
London. She was sad when she came 
back. 

“That was where Red wrote ‘Arrow- 
smith,’ ” she said. “I know how he will 
feel when I tell him that the room he 
worked in has been destroyed by 
German bombs.” 

All the time she was here she hoped 
she could persuade Lewis to come over. 
Repeatedly she told me that she saw 
England as material for a great novelist, 
not for a journalist. 

“The story one could write of this 
country today!” she exclaimed. “It has 
so many sides to it—and all are fascinat- 
ing. It’s the greatest story in the world. 
I wish I could do it. I know Red could.” 

She showed me one of the cables she 
sent him. It ran something like this 
and perhaps reveals the great secret of 
Dorothy Thompson—that her private 
and public life are in a sense one and 
indivisible, shaped by her convictions 
and her faith: 

“This is a great adventure, and I wish 
you were here sharing it with me. It 
needs a great novelist to tell the story

Here’s a simple method 
of bringing it up-to-date. Cut the 
neckline down the left side from the 
shoulder and shirr the right side to fit. 
Or shirr down the centre front with two 
to four rows of shirring, giving a molded 
bustline. 

Cut the skirt off at the natural 
waistline, then lay the skirt flat on the 
table. Pat it into place and measure 
from the bottom up the desired length. 
Allow two inches, so the skirt won’t be 
too short. Cut off, and you see that what 
was the hipline is now the waistline. 
Ease the fullness into the front by 
attaching the waist to a 
straight belting and basting the excess 
fabric in the front. Keep it in place 
with six or eight rows of shirring. With 
the piece cut from the top of the skirt 
make a belt, lining it with satin or 
lamé, and put a bow in the front over 
the fullness. 

A circular peplum, added to a crushed 
or straight belt, will give a dress-up 
touch to a plain dress.

The 


Canadian 
Bathroom

F YOU haven't visited a plumbing showroom recently, 
you will be surprised to see how far even a slender 
budget will reach today to give you a bathroom 
that is right up-to-the-minute in style and convenience. 

It’s easier to plan the bathroom effectively if you will 
assemble your information and do your thinking in 
logical order around these four main points: 

(1) Location and size of bathroom; 

(2) Choice of fixtures; 

(3) Arrangement of fixtures, that is, layout for the 

room; 

(4) Wall and floor materials. 

Let us look at the location of the bathroom. Keep in 
mind the fact that there are economical and un- 
economical locations for bathrooms. That’s another 
reason why it is well to plan your plumbing carefully if 
you are building even before the plans for your house 
reach the blueprint stage. 

In a new home or even when remodelling, bring 
your bathroom close to the kitchen piping, but never 
over the living room, unless you soundproof the floor. 
It may be possible to have the bathroom fixtures 
connected with the same branch supply line that 
serves the kitchen sink. Similarly, there may be some 
economy in waste piping. If the same stack can be 
used, the saving may amount to as much as from $40 to 
$60, sometimes more. 

If vou are thinking of adding another bathroom 
to vour home, the economical location would be to 
make it back to back with the existing bath, but the 
new wastes now available eliminate the necessity for 
clean-out doors. 

On the other hand, the most economical location for 
your bathroom may not be the most convenient. 
After all, you are living in the house and want con- 
venience. How large will your bathroom be? While 
it is possible to crowd all three bathroom fixtures into 
a space five feet square, this is the minimum size and 
not a convenient one. It is far better to have a bathroom, 
six by eight feet, or better still, eight by seven feet. 

A large bathroom is much more serviceable. You 
should keep in mind the fact that two people may 
occasionally find it necessary to be in the bathroom at 
the same time. A small crowded bathroom is particu- 
larly inconvenient for older people. A cabinet for 
towels in the bathroom is useful. 

There is one important thing always toremember when 
considering bathroom size, and that is to know the 
approximate size of your bathroom. before you select

your fixtures, Fixtures vary in size. In a large bathroom, 
for instance, you will have room for a lavatory twenty- 
seven by twenty-two inches. If the bathroom is smaller, 
you may have to use a smaller lavatory, as, for instance, 
twenty-four by twenty-one inches. By the way, when 
your plumber mentions the lavatory sizes, the size he 
gives first is the width of the lavatory along the wall. 
The last figure is the depth of the fixture from front to 
back, and in both cases they are overall dimensions. 

If you took my advice you would buy a lavatory 
basin of generous area, with anti-splash lip and a 
shelf-back to provide space for toilet articles. Vitreous 
china fixtures have good lines and tone, and enamelled 
iron is serviceable. When selecting bathroom fixtures, 
always ask if the faucets, valves and wastes are nickel- 
plated or chromium-plated, or both. The latter finish 
is preferable. 

Faucets and valves are the wearing parts of plumbing 
systems, and you should be careful to buy strong, 
sturdy faucets and ones with renewable wearing parts. 

The same remark applies to the water closet. There 
is a big difference between the cheaper and the better 
closets. They may look the same. The difference is 
where you can’t see it, and hear it. 

A good closet has a strong yet quiet-flushing action, 
large and smooth trapway, and rugged and non- 
corroding flushing mechanism, aad the best are almost 
silent and cannot be heard beyond the bathroom. 
The newest closets are made all in one piece. 

If you want a shower in your bathroom, the Iatest 
in shower heads is the one which is only 214 inches in 
diameter. This type of head is practically nonclogging 
and provides a splendid shower with from twenty-five to 
fifty per cent less water than the larger heads. 

While you are thinking about the fixtures, you will 
begin to visualize them in the room. Where will you 
place the tub? Don’t put it under the window if you 
can avoid it. It is difficult to open the window and the 
bather is subjected to drafts. 

Choose the most secluded spot in your bathroom for 
the closet, preferably nearest the window, for air. If 
the room is large enough, many home-owners place 
not only the bathtub in a recessed nook, but the 
closet as well, The ideal arrangement is a separate 
compartment for the toilet. A most important thing 
to observe is to see that a space is left between each 
fixture and the wall—for easy cleaning. 

Bathroom floors and walls make or mar the room, 
and should be of such finish and material as to set off

MANY OF us remember how every 
available window space in our homes 
was crowded with potted plants during 
the winter months. Wandering Jew, 
geraniums, begonias, all vied with 
each other for a place in the sunlight. 
Unfortunately, the sunlight and light 
were shut out from the room by the 
foliage. 

Today our views are different. Plants 
are kept more compact and are chosen 
for some individual characteristic, and 
are displayed in a more attractive man- 
ner. Owing to the different conditions 
in the modern home, the plants we grew 
years ago are not so suitable. 

The ideal location for an 
garden is in a window facing south—a 
bay window is perfect. Narrow shelves, 


indoor 


preferably of glass, placed across the 
space, enable one to raise many plants 
in a concentrated area. 

Before coming to Toronto I lived in a 
house which had a large bay window 
fitted with French doors which led onto 
a porch. In the fall, after the storm 
windows were put on the porch, the 
place became our winter garden. 

It was quite a simple arrangement we 
made by fixing three shelves to each 
window just wide enough to hold the 
pots of plants. The bottom shelf was 
about eighteen inches from the floor and 
the other two about twenty-four inches 
apart. This allowed ample space for the 
plants, and did not prevent the light 
from coming in as the plants were placed 
compactly in neat rows and didn’t shut 
off the view. The interesting tree planta- 
tions outside the windows formed an 
excellent background for the plants on 
the shelves. 

In addition to the usual favorites 
such as geraniums, fuchsias, begonias, 
there are several annuals that adapt 
themselves readily to 
Golden Gleam nasturtium 
freely.

fixtures. It has been estimated that 
there are about thirty materials, all 
waterproof, that may be used on bath- 
room walls. These include ceramic tile, 
glass, stainless steel, porcelain, enamel 
tile, linoleum, asbestos tile, board tile, 
composition board, and modern wash- 
able wallpaper. 

Linoleum materials are water-repel- 
lent, heat-resistant and resilient, and the 
colors are permanent. A linoleum or 
linoleum light composition floor can 
make a beautiful contrast to waterproof 
wallpapered walls. Sometimes the 
wall around the top of the fixtures is 
protected from water stains by inlaid 
linoleum trimmed with a chromium- 
plated molding. 

Or, if more variety is desired, paint 
may be applied shoulder high in a color 
that will biend with the wallpapers 
of ceiling and upper walls. Paint is 
water-resistant, costs little to apply, and 
consequently can be changed often. 

Another type of bathroom wall 
finish for the medium-priced home Is a 
composition material with a surface of 
bakelite, celluloid or baked-on enamel. 
It looks very much like genuine tile 
and can be applied over present walls 
without tearing down the plaster. This 
is a little more expensive than lino- 
leum. ¥

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Know Your Range 


EING IN on the “know” of your range is more 

than half the battle. Modern ranges are so easy 

and simple to use that we’re apt to think it can’t 
be true. But even at that we sometimes get in hot 
water over them. A few moments concentration on the 
instructions which accompany every range discourages 
the grey hairs and keeps the disposition at its best. 
However there are some things about every range, new 
or old, that must have attention. 


On the Level 


If you’re having trouble with food burning in the 
oven, make a few investigations on your own. Maybe 
the range is not sitting level on the floor. A pan of 
water or a level placed on top of the range will tell the 
story. And just in case you’re wondering why a range 
that’s not level should make a difference, here’s the 
reason. A cake batter is poured into the pan, and it 
runs the way the range slants. That makes more 
batter on one side of the pan. The thicker side takes 
longer to bake and the thinner side burns. A warped 
cake tin will give the same results, because it doesn’t 
sit level on the shelf. Then 
again, if you have removable 
side glides in the oven and they 
don’t hang properly on the 
hinges, that may throw the 
shelves and the cover for the 
bottom heat out of line, and 
though the range may be level, 
the shelves may not. So put 
the pan of water in the oven 
and see if the water runs to one 
side. 


Still a Burning Question 


A space between the utensils 
and between the sides and back 
of the oven is quite necessary, so 
that the heat may rise from the 
bottom to the top and be dis- 
tributed evenly throughout. 
Maybe you have a cookie sheet 
that completely covers the 
shelf. If this is so, I'll wager the 
cookies burn on the bottom and 
are white on top. This is be- 
cause the heat has no way of 
escaping to the top to brown 
them. Some manufacturers 
take this into consideration and 
provide a metal sheet which can 
be placed in the centre (mid- 
way up) of the full-sized oven 
when shallow dishes are being 
used and a large oven is not 
necessary. 

Of coursé, never let utensils 
touch each other or the walls 
of theoven. There will be a hot spot and a burn where 
they touch. And one more point about this burning. 
Black utensils absorb heat, shiny ones reflect it. Some 
people think that black utensils save on fuel, but this 
really isn’t so. Moreover, if you use black ones, the 
food is apt to burn unless you are very careful. 


Good Connections 


If your range is electric and the top and bottom ele- 
ments of the oven can be removed for cleaning, be sure 
the elements are pushed in as far as they will go, when 
you replace them. Some ranges have glides on the top 
of the oven, into which the element slides, and which

is a guide for it so that the prongs plug in easily. The 
bottom element frame usually lies on the floor of the 
oven and a push will put the prongs into place.

—yours may be different, so take another look at the in- 
structions—have two or three positions marked on the 


oven control. These are “Preheat” “Bake” and 
“Broil.” “Preheat” means both elements are turned 
on in the oven. This position is used when the oven is 
to be heated quickly before putting the food into it, or 
for roasting meat and cooking oven dinners. “Bake” 
means that there is a less amount of heat turned on at 
one time. In some ranges “‘Bake” and “Preheat” 


positions are the same, the heat distribution being taken 
care of in another way. “Broil” is used when broiling 
foods and plenty of heat is required all during the opera- 
tion. 


Usually the top element in the oven is the one 





used. Whenever the oven is used, the temperature dial 
must be set to the temperature required for the cooking. 

Modern gas ranges are a little different from the 
electric range. Broil is the only word on the oven con- 
trol. To preheat the oven, or to bake, the temperature 
dial is set to the number of degrees of heat necessary. 
For broiling, turn the control to the word “Broil.” 

Lights—Now let’s get straight about oven control 
light. If the oven switch is turned on there is a light 
connected with it on your range, when it is lit the heat 
is on and the oven has not reached the temperature at 
which you have the thermometer set. When the light 
goes out, that indicates the temperature setting has 
been reached and the automatic control holds that 
temperature. 


Be a Clock-Watcher 


For those of you who have an automatic clock on 
your range— be a clock watcher. Just so there’s no 
confusion between automatic clocks and automatic 
timers, I’ll explain. Automatic timers work like an 
alarm clock. When you put the layer cake in the oven, 
" get the timer past zero to the 
number of minutes required for 
baking. It ticks its way back 
to zero and rings a bell. You 
dash to the kitchen, and take 
the cake out and turn off the 
oven. You don’t have tocheck on 
the time during the baking; the 
timer Iets you know when the 
baking period is up. 

The automatic clock is for a 
different purpose altogether. If 
you are gallivanting for the day, 
but want the dinner ready 
night, the meal may be prepar- 
ed and placed in the oven. The 
switch is turned on and the 
clock so that the heat 
comes on soon enough to cook 
the meal for the usual dinner 
hour. If you're a little later 
getting home than you expected, 
the clock turns 
the heat off, so that the dinner 
Is not But  here’s 
where you have to watch.

OUR JOBS 
PARENTS 






By ELIZABETH CHANT ROBERTSON, M.D. 


BESIDES GOOD eating and sleeping 
habits, there are many other things that 
we must teach our children. We, as 
parents, need to know what we want 
them to learn and how to go about 
teaching them. All of us feel that we are 
not as competent in this field as we 
should be, therefore any reliable advice 
is welcome. One particularly helpful 
book on the subject is “‘ Parents and the 
Pre-school Child,” by Blatz and Bott. 
You would be well advised to buy or 
borrow it. 

If we are to train our youngsters well, 
we need to be patient, methodical and 
consistent. The world is confusing 
enough to a young child without our 
making it more difficult by varying our 
behavior from day to day. If we Jaugh 
at little Mary’s saucy remark when there 
is company at home, and then scold her 
when she does the same thing the next 
day, when we are alone, poor Mary 
doesn’t know what is the right thing to 
do. 

We want our children to learn how to 
control their tempers. If we get angry at 
them, how can we expect them to be 
self-controlled? 

We want our boys and girls to learn 
how to carry out their routine duties 
contentedly and cheerfully. At first 
we will need to do a great deal of the 
regulating. Later on, as they become 
more competent and responsible, they 
should do more and more for themselves. 
Even in the best-organized home there 
are sure to be clashes between children 
and their parents. Small youngsters 
frequently want to do things that are 


dangerous or unwise, Our part is to

explain reasonably to them why they 
shouldn’t act in this way, and then to 
remain firm in our decision. In this way 
we develop their judgment and start 
them on the way to fitting happily 
into the world. When our children 
become older, must study the 
differences that arise between us and 
them and then try to adjust them with 
the least possible friction.

According to reliable authorities, 
anger and fear are the two main 
emotions that babies feel. Many things 
make a baby angry — hunger, for 


example. He expresses his annoyance by 
screaming and kicking. If you pick him 
up, he usually stops crying. If you pick 
him up every time he cries, he quickly 
learns the trick of crying just to be 
picked up, and in no time he rules the 
household like a tyrant. Not only is 
this bad training for the child, but it 
makes a tremendous lot of extra work 
for his family. Instead of picking baby 
up when he cries, have a look at him to 
see if anything is wrong. If he is wet, 
change him; if he is suffering from wind, 
sit him up and pat him on the back; if 
he is cold, cover him more warmly, and 
soon. After you have done all that you 
can to make him comfortable, settle him 
down again and leave him by himself. 
Crying won’t hurt him, and it is 
important for him to learn how to get 
along without attention. 

When young children can’t get what 
they want, they frequently put on 
tremendous exhibitions of temper, which 
are often called temper tantrums. They 
scream and kick and are very objec- 
tionable. If you give in to them and let
